In th* 
entire country there were 
49,€72 fourth liass postmasters at the 
end of the last fiscal year. 
By execu­ 
tive order issued in Ju ly. I BOS. Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt placed the fourth class 
postmasters of all of the New Eng­ 
land stairs and of New 
York, New 
Jersey 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, indiana, 
Michigan and W isconsin in th* 
civil 
service— a total of IM,634. 
Those still 
without th* service number 36,038 
W hile the details of the I re position 
have not been worked out it is ex­ 
posed thai the (over ng into i assi 
tied service of this great number of 
r itu a ls w ill lie accomplished by the 
designation 
of 
the 
postmasters 
of 
groups of states successively. 
It will 
require an 
mm* rise amount of labor 
on th* part of the civil service com­ 
mission particularly, as well as on the 
part of the postoffiot department.
